Court Decides Reduction of Rate 
Was Confiscatory and 
Unconstitutional. 








The two-cent passenger rate in Okla- 
homa was declared to be confiscatory, 
and was held invalid by a decision of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
Wednesday in St. 
The unanimous opinion of the 


pealse, 
Lonis. 


Court restrains the members of the Cor- 
poration Commission of Oklahoma, and 
the Attorney-General! of that State, from 
enforcing the provisions of the Okla- 
homa Constitution reducing the maxi- 
mum passenger fare to 2 cents per mile, 
and reducing freight rates in intra- 
state traffic. 

The injunction was issued in 1909, 
when the Corporation Commission at- 
tempted to estabiish a maximum pas- 
Benger rate of 2 cents, and reduce 
freight rates approximately 40 per cent, 
under the constitutional provision adopt- 
ed in 1907. 

Arguments were heard on the testi- 
mony in St. Louis last December. At- 
torney-General Charles West of Okla- 
homa was assisted by F. N. Judson of 
St. Louls, special counsel for the State. 

The opinion was written by Presiding 
Judge Sanborn. The Court declares that 
the evidence shows that the reductions 
would amount to almost confiscation of 
the railroad properties, and would not 
allow a fair return on investment. 

The opinion declares that the pro- 
vision in the Constitution of Oklahoma 
giving the commission power to fix the 
rates is in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion of the United States.

Attorney Matt G. Reynolds submitted 
his report on the receivership of the 
Continental company and he and the 
lawyers concerned in the litigation in- 
troduced expert testimony fo show that 
their claims for services were just. 
Judge Withrow took all the claims un- 
der advisement. 

Company Has Cash in Bank, 

Receiver Reynolds’ report on the Con- 
tinental company shows that it has in 
bank $61,197.73 subject.to check and de- 
posits of $9874.57 which the banks will 
not pay because of the litigation. Cer- 
tificates of deposit payable to the Con- 
tinental amount to $5793.82. Certificates 
of deposit to the joint credit of the 
Continental and international companies 
aggregate $902.0. Loans and invest- 
ments on good security amount to $il,- 
100, making the total negotiable assets 
of the Continental company $128,368.62. 

The receiver reports that the com- 
pany holds $504,710.84 in notes for stock 
subscriptions, but it is doubtful if it 
will ever be possible to realize on these 
notes. 
| Reynolds reports also that $5,917.27 is 
in the hands of Receiver Crawford of 
the International Company. 

Following the receiver’s report Judge 
Withrow heard claims of attorneys for 
fees in connection with the receivership

«vinis. Either peace will be restored 
throughout the Southern Republic 
within 30 days or the United States 
will be forced to intervene. This is 
the statement made by a high offi- 
cial of the Administration. — 
Coincident with the statement was the 
announcement from San Antonio, the 
seat of the mobilization of the Ameri- 
Can troops, by Francisco I, Madero Sr., 
father of the revoiutionary leader, that 
peace would be restored within 30 days 
and that the revolutionists would aban- 
don guerilla warfare and make a gen- 
eral campaign by dividing the country 
into war zones and splitting the insurg- 
ent army into corps, one for each zone. 
A conference was held” at the White 
House between President Taft and Re- 
publican members of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations of the Senate. The 
members present were Senator Cullom, 
chairman, and Senatorg Lodge, William 
Alden Smith and Clark of Wyoming. 
Reasons for Conference. 


President Taft conferred with these! 


members for two reasons: 

1. In the event it is necessary to send 
troops across the Mexican frontier Pres- 
ident Taft will obtain the consent of 
Congress. His move was to have the 
Committee on Foreign Relations take 
the initiative for’ the necessary congres- 
sional action. 

2. In any evént President Taft is ex- 
pecting a series of bitter attacks for 
sending the troops to the Mexican 
frontier, 

He wants the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to support him in combating 
these attacks. 

At the conference President Taft laid 
his cards on the table and made the 
whole Mexican military and diplomatic 
game clear to his confrerees. The re- 
sult-.is that at least a part of the mem- 
bership of this committee, including 
some of its thost influential members, 
has come around to the administration 
way of thinking, and is convinced the 
President has acted wisely in what he 
aes done and will do with respect to 

Mexico. 

The information the President gove 
the senators was detailed, It had been 
furnished to him by Ambassador W/il- 
son from Mexico City and the numerous 
consuls and consular agents scattered 
throughout Mexico. 

Committee to Support, 

When the senators left the White 
House the President was assured of 
their support in any event. The Presi- 
dent was ied to believe that virtually 


vthe entire committee would’ stand be- 


hind him. In fact, the members who 
ealied indorsed every movement the 
President has made with regard to the 
Mexican situation, even to the enforce- 
‘ment of the nevtratity laws along the 
Rio Grande. 

President Taft told his callers he was 
hopeful it would not be necessary to

he looked for an early restoration of

PRESIDENT WANTS. 
ANGLO-AMERICAN 
TREATY HURRIED 


Will Ask Extra Session of Con- 
gress to Ratify Peace Con- 
vention. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—President 
Taft will ask the extra session of Con- 
gress to ratify the Anglo-American Al- 
liance, or peace arbitration treaty. This 


was made known following a conference 
between the President and Republican 
members of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

Secretary of State Knox, for the 
United States, and Ambassador Bryce, 
for Great, Britain, are drafting the 
agreement. It was made known that 
the President wants this matter to go 
before the coming extra session of Con- 
gress. It was for this that the Presi- 
dent called in Senator Cullom, chair- 
man, and Senators Lodge, Clark of 
Wyoming and Smith of Michigan of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Following a detailed explanation of 
the agreement, She progress so far made’ 
by Secretary Knox and Ambassador 
Brycé and the general results, the Presi- 
dent hopes will be attained by the al- 
liance, all those at the conference 
agreed that the present was the time 
to put the matter before the Senate. 

It was quite generally agreed in offi- 
clal circles today that the peace con- 
vention would get through the Senate 
with little or no opposition.

Animal Ise Saved. 

Deters cut off a section of the rope 
and made it into a lasso. After several 
failures he succeeded in getting a loop 
around the horse’s hindquarters and 
pulled it to shore: Then the men above 
lent a hand, and dragged the horse up 
ithe side of the quarry to the solid 
earth. 

Homer threw. his arms about the 
horse’s neck, rejoicing at its delivery, 
and the horse licked his face and De- 
ters’ to express its gratitude.

9, after living a life of retirement from 
her friends for 30 years, on a farm near 
Manchester, willed more than $150,000, 
the greater part of her property, to the 
Catholic Church. The money, according 
to the will, is te be spent by Archbishop 
Glennon for the advancement of the in- 
terests of the church. 

Mrs. Barnum was the widew ef Thom- 
as P. Barnum, of Sanderson & Barnum, 
owners of the old Star Overland Route, 
which ran stage coaches and carried 
the mails from St. Louis across the 
Western plains in the early days 

Barnum died 30 years ago, and since 
then his widow has resided en the 
farm apart from her acquaintances. 
She has been actively interested in 
Catholic charities, expending thousands 
of dollars a year for the benevolences” 
of the church. 

At the time of her husband’s death, 
his wealth was estimated at about $500,- 
000. The estimated value of Mrs. Bar- 
num’s estate is in excess of $200,000. 

Her personal property, consisting 
principally of real estate loans, is 
scheduled at $96,150 in the inventory filed 
Wednesday in the Probate Court in 
Clayton. 

Her real estate holdings consist of 
67 pieces of property in St. Louis 
and a farm of 127 acres near Clay- 
ton! The value of these properties is 
estimated to be more than $126,000. 

Her will provides that $2000 and 
such furniture as she shall select to 
furnish three rooms shall go to Liszie 
Gabrisch, a servant in the family for 
many years. For burial expenses $2,- 
000 is left; $3000 to St. Joseph’s 
Catholic Church in Manchester, $5000 
to the Little Sisters of the Poor; $5000 
to the Roman Catholic Orphans’

Mrs. Britton in- 
herits her uncle’s stock under his will, 
probated yesterday. 

Following a conference with Manager

_ ness must be transacted before the open- 


ing of the season, April 12, Mrs. Britton 
has decided to go to St. Louis in a few 
days to look after her interests. ° 

She is not certain whether she wil] re- 
tain her interest in the club. Her fu- 
ture action will depend largely on the 
attitutde of the other National League 
owners. 

The present situation is unprecedented 
in the history of the organization. Mrs. 
Britton is 32 years old and is the mother 
of two children. 

Since she was a girl, Mrs. Britton has 
been listening to baseball talk and 
seeing baseball games. She is now prob- 
ably the only woman in the world own- 
ing a baseball team, having inherited 
the St. Louis National Leaguers by the 
will.of Stanley Robison, her uncle. 

When a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
called at the home of Mrs. Britton, who 
lives with her mother the widow of 
Frank de Haas Robison, in Cleveland, 
Mrs. Britton. was reluctant to discuss 
her plans with regard to the St. Louis 
team. 

“Uncle Stanley’s death was so unex- 
pected that we are all unstrung,” she 
said. 

The Robison home is on a bluff over- 
looking the lake, in that fashionable 
district of Cleveland known as Brate- 
nahl. It was there that Stanley Robi- 
gon died; and his funeral was held there 
last Monday. His will shows that his 
estate, aside from the baseball fran- 
chise and team, was worth about $105,000. 

Frederick M. Abercrombie, 
1 of the will, said that Mrs. Britton would 
not sell the Cardinals.

“She has always been interested in

* How to Turn in An Alarm. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am aware of three instances of serious delay 
in summoning the Fire Departmént because of not 
knowing how to turn in an alarth, which is about 
the simplest ,thing imaginable and which every 
man, womar and child should _ know how to de at 
an instan?fs notice. 

Inside every.fire box is a hook at the top of 
a slot. You simply jerk down that’ hook, all the 
way, once and let go of it. That is all there is to 
it. Excited people frequently hold it down or jerk 
it half a dozen times, which only means that the 
méchanism which transmits the alarm cannot do 
its work when this is done. It is, of course, 
necessary to open the door of the box to get to 
this hook. Most of the boxes have keys in the 
doors behind a little pane. of glass which protects 
the locks from the weather and which you 
must break to reach the key. Break it with a 
knife or key or pencil. Many persons cut them- 
selves by using their finger. There are still some 
keyless boxes which are opened ‘by turning the 
handle on the outside to the-right until you can 
open the door. This rings a bell, which is only to 
call attention to the fact that the box is being 
opened and does not turn in the alarm, as is often 
supposed. 

In every case the hook in the box must be 
pulled down. In no case does opening the door 
of a fire box turn in an alarm, as has sometimes 
been ‘supposed. 

To report a fire by telephone, when the ‘op- 
erator asks “number?” simply ask for the fire 
alarm office, for which you need no number,’ and 
when you get them report’ the lggation of the 
fire. Don't get excited. Seconds saved at the be- 
ginning of a fire mean property and often life 
saved later on. And it is usually at the be- 
ginning of a fire that the greatest delay occurs. 
learn the location of the nearest box, something 
that not everyone knows by any means, and the 
time may come when *you will realize the value 
of having done so and of knowing how to quickly 
summon assistance in the emergency of that most 
terrible element—fire. CITIZEN.

world’s oldest story of man 

beguiled to ruin by woman, 
excepting only its one elder, that of 
Adam und Eve in Creation’s dawn, was 
presented in its Saint-Saens operatic 
version Tuesday evening at the Garrick 
Theater, 


The presentation was of so great 
worthiness that it deserved to have 
been made to a crowded house in suth 
a place as the Coliseum, capable of ac- 
commodating many thousands, and rich 
would have been the resultant gain to 
St. Louis in this event. It is not well 
for any community when noble achieye- 
ment goes a-begging. 


The title roie ngure of.M. Fontaine's 
singing and playing was the supremely 
majestic figure of a performance 
marked throughout by genuine ma- 
jesty. Fontaine's splendid tenor, a rare 
blend of robust strength and lyric 
sweetness, received its fullest opportun- 
ity in the Samson score and finely rose 
to that opportunity. 


From the first moment of its re- 
Sponse to Delilah’s song of enticement 
in the opening ect, onward to the pite- 
ous chant of blind helplessness in the 
scene of captivity, and thence to the 
final instant preceding Samson’s retrib- 
utive destruction of the temple in the 
last act, this voice splendidiy realized 
the musical and dramatic intent of Mas- 
senet’s creative genius. 


It seemed utterly the voice of the 
passion-doomed Israelite giant, big 
with masculine power, dominant in the 
time of its possessor’s cleanly strength 


an all-compelling love at the meeting 
with Delilah, and singularly piteous, 
broken with shame and sorrow, when 
came the instant of full awakening to a 
sense of final calamity. It. held the 
Garrick audience tense in its emotion- 
al spell. The triumph of its. employ- 
ment was an unbroken. triumph: from 
the evening’s beginning to its ending. 
Coincidently, too, Fontaine’s work as 
an actor was signalized by the sin- 
cerest tragic power. 

Nor was this the only memorable 
individual achievement of the _ night. 


the role of Delilah brought to the 
knowledge of St. Louis opera-goers a 
dramatic contralto of high distinction. 


The Delilah: score is vital with oppor- 
unity for a great and colorful feminine 
voice of. the deeper quality. The voice 
heard in. this score’s interpretation on 
Tuesday evening was of velvety opu- 


jlence and an amazing range. 


There was no moment when it failed 
to meet the demand placed upon it by 
Saint-Saens conception of the musical 
utterance imperative to the Philistine 
temptress of -Holy. Writ’s picturing. 
There were many moments when it 
seemed to thrill its hearers to the very 
keenest comprehension of its emotional 
significance. 

Always, too, as in M. Fontaine’s case, 
the acting of Mile, Nady Blancard was 
admirably competent, her dramatic por- 
trayal of Delilah’s character being of 
convincing fidelity. Properly, there- 
fore, this great contralto divided the 
night’s honors with Fontaine as fully as 
her opportunities made possible. 

Huberty’s massive basso was heard to 
fine advantage in the role of Hebrent. 
The Priest of Baritone Moore’s pre- 
senting became a -notable figure. In 
the part. of Abimilech, Basso Calfllol won 
the commendatiOnipr the audience to a 
marked degree, and the lesser roles of 
the small cast were in exceptionally cap- 
able hands. The chorus so well acquit- 
ted itself as to become one of the night’s 
greatly satisfying features. 

Under the operation of the Saint-Saens 
constructive scheme in “Samson and 
Delilah’’ the orchestra is made uncom- 
monly responsible as a factor for the 
work's entire success. Its meeting of 
this responsibility on Tuesday evening 
was. excellently masterful, the trying 
score receiving a brilliant interpretation 
that reflects the utmost credit upon M. 
de la Fuente’s conductorship, A very 
beautiful accompanying feature of the 
rerformance was the grand ballet di- 
vertisement in the first act, by the en- 
tire corps. de ballet, and the ‘“‘Danse 
de la Religeuse,”’ led by Miles. Rachel 
Fabris, Hansens and Codolini, in the 
third act. tier
